Chatrman Levi Boswell, of the 
local draft board has been assigned 
the task by the Federal Board of 


Vocational Training to find out if 
there are any disabled soldiers who 
are in need of re-training in this 
community that will put them In 
position to making a_ living for 
themselves and dependents. 

The board wants to know the 
name and address of any men who 
has been disabled in the military or 
naval service of the United States 
and to all such the door of oppor- 
tunity {s opened to him. The gov- 
ernment wants to put him in a good 
job—no matter how or in what ser- 
vice he was incapacitated for fol- 
Yowing his usual occupation in civil 
life. 

If his disability prevents him from 
returning to employment without 
training and he wishes to follow a 
course of vocational training pro- 
vided by the Federal Board, the 
course will be furnished free of 
cost, and he will also be paid, as 
long as the training lasts, a monthly 
campensation of not less than $65 
or a sum equal to pay of his last 
month of active service; and allow- 
ances will be pafd to his depend- 
ents,
